ORIGINAL PACKAGES AGAIN, 


Again the supreme court of the United 


States has decided interstate commerce, 
can not be legally interfered with, and 
therefore prohibition laws of any state, 
can not prevent transportation companies 
from delivering prohibited goods in a 
prohibition state and collecting for the 
goods delivered as well. It is another 
Iowa case and again, the decision of the 
Iowa supreme court is' reversed. The 
c:ise was one in which an express com- 
pany carried packages of 
liquor 
into 


Iowa and the goods were taken posses- 
sion, of by the stale officials 
and 
the 


property destroyed. For this the express 
company sued the state, and the state 
courts held against the express company. 
The ease went up on appeal to Washing- 
ton nnd the federal supreme court now 
decides to reverse the judgment of the 
Iowa supreme court, upon the ground 
such decision was in contravention of the 
Interstate Commerce clause in the con- 
stitution of the country. But American 
law is so uncertain, there are HO many 
ways of keeping e.ase> on the dockets, so 
many avenues of appeal, or rehearing, 
and the like, that there is no assurance 
whatever this decision is to stand and be 
law.

Although 
what is known as thc Australian ballot 
is in use in practically every state of the 
union, hardly a state has the real Aus- 
tralian ballot in its original form. They 
are all modifications, and, as the case of 
Wisconsin, the modification has frequent- 
Iv served to alter the entire plan and de- 
stroy much of the merit claimed for thc 
real Australian ballot. 


Probably the nearest approach to this 


bnllot in the United States is the Massa- 
chusetts ballot, which' is just now re- 
ceiving a great deal of attention. In 
Massachusetts the candidates for each 
office, are grouped together, but each lias 
the name of his party 'after his name. 
There is no way to vote a slraight bal- 
lot by making a single cross, but the 
voter'must make a cross after the name 
of ench candidate for whom be wishes to 
vote, except the. presidential 
electors. 


The bnllot is so arranged that a single 
square does duty for all 
presidential 


doctors. 


The Massachusetts bnllot makes each 


candidate stand upon, his own merits, ex- 
cept that it gives the voter a chance to 
pick out thc candidate of hU parly for 
those offices where he knows 
nothing 


about any of thc candidates, not even 
their names. The names of the candi- 
dates are placed on thc ballot in alpha- 
betical form. Thus for thc office of gov- 
ernor the. Massachusetts ballot in the re- 
cent 
election was arranged like this, 


counting a square at thc end of each 
line:

MME. CURIE 


The Discoverer of Radium 
Is Still Investigating 


N 


OTHING much has been heard 


or written of radium recent- 
ly. Secondary experimenters 
have told all they know about 


It, but Its discoverer, Mme. Curie, is 
silent. She, too. told all she knew about 
it at the time of Its discovery. 
After 


that she betook herself with more zeal 
than ever to her researches in the lab- 
oratory. She stild not long 'since that 
wo know scarcely anything ns yet of 
the possibilities of this mysterious sub- 
stance. She expects wonderful results 
from it, but what these are she no more 
than any of the secondary investigators 
knows till she finds out at first hand. 
"When she docs establish further facts 
for certain she herself will tell us the 
BCientific truth about radium. 


It must be gratifying to every fair 


minded person that credit for the great- 
est scientific discovery of the twentieth 
century has been given where it belongs 
—to a woman. 
A few years ago this 


would not have been done. Many a wo- 
man has done things scarcely less re- 
markable than Mme. Curie's achieve- 
ment, and man, who writes the ency- 
clopedias and makes reports to the sci- 
entific societies, claimed the credit for 
himself. Even the honor of discover- 
ing i-adium would havo been wrested 
from Mme. Cui-ie only for the sense of 
justice ot her own husband. 
The 


French government offered him the 
cross of the Legion of Honor. He de- 
clined because, he said, his wife was 
properly entitled to it. The injustice

unconsciously shown by all the world 
toward women is evinced in the fact 
that at the time of the discovery "of ra- 
dium newspapers throughout civiliza- 
tion spoke of Professor Pierre Curie as 
its original finder, some of them men- 
tioning his wife as his "assistant." 


Here is the actual truth concerning 


tho discovery of radium: Professor and 
Mme. Curie worked in the same labo- 
ratory, usually along separate lines of 
investigation. Mme. Curie was Intense- 
ly interested in radio activity, as shown 
in the so called Becqucrel rays, thrown 
oft from uranium. The mineral chal- 
colite showed radio activity in a more 
powerful degree than uranium. 
Note 


now what this original investigator did. 
She knew the constituents of chalco- 
lite, and she put these together and 
made an artificial chalcolite. It did not 
emit the radiant rays. The rays, then, 
came from some substance mingled 


•ith the mineral. 
Mme. Curie experi- 


mented till she separated that sub- 
tance—radium. 
The husband's part in it consisted in 
t length becoming so Interested In his 
vlfe's experiments that he aided her, 
nd both together spent all the money 
hey had laid up ($1,000) in buying 
iltchhlen'de, which contained the radi- 
m. It had to be imported by the ton 
rom Bohemia. A whole ton of pltch- 
jlendo contains only three grains of ra- 
ium. 
It is pitiful to think how poor the 


Curies were when they sacrificed theii 
ast per.ny to science. They lived in a 
ne story cottage In a suburb of Paris 
'overly has haunted the gifted pair al 
heir lives until within a year past 
he, Mile. Skloclowska. n young- PolisI 
irl. went from her native Warsaw to 
tudy mathematics and the natural sci- 
•nces in Paris. Slie was too poor to 
•nter the great universities, so enrolled 
icrself as student in a free school con 
iucted for working people by the rhu 
ilclpality of Paris. 
The teacher o 


jhyHlcs :ind chemistry in that schoo 
was Professor Pierre Curie. Mile. Sklo 
lowska, a natural born chemist, be 
came his assistant in the laboratory 
Her remarkable talent and her skill i 
manipulation astonished the professor 
fn order to continue her studies th 
;irl confined herself to the bare necessl 
ties of llvinc. 


Pierre Curie was In time chosen pro- I 


fessor in the Mechanics' institute of 
Paris. The remuneration was very lit- 
tle, however. Professor Curie had be- , 
come so accustomed to his laboratory 
assistant by this time, also so attached 
to her, that he couid not look forward 
to a future without her. He proposed 
marriage to her and was accepted. 


So the two gifted ones put their re- 


spective poverties together and were 
married. Mme. Curie accepted a place 
as teacher of physics In a girls' high i 
school at Sevres, wages $300 a year, less 
lhan a good saleswoman in an Amer- 
ican city dry goods store receives. To

So it was when in 1900 came on the 
cientific word like a thunderclap the 
nnounccment that there Is on this 
arth a substance which shines by its 
wn light without any apparent diminu- 
ion of bulk and produces upon living 
organisms effects so weird and terrible 
hat too great familiarity with it even 
n experimenting Is dangerous. 
After the discovery of radium the 


Juries were placed beyond the pinchlns 
ot poverty by the award of several 
prizes, bestowed for scientific achieve- 
ments, which amounted to over $:>.0.000. 
M. Curie was made professor of gen- 
eral physics In the Sorbonne university 
at Part's, with Mme. Curie ns his as- 
sistant. No doubt It would have turned 
the old Sorbonne upside down from its 
foundations and shocked the masculine 
population ot France crazy if mndamo 
nstead of M. Curie had been appointed 
professor of physics. So it goes in this 
one legged world. 


Highly entertaining is tho story a 


Polish gentleman tells of Mme. Curies 
childhood In Warsaw. Her father, M. 
Sklodowska, teacher of sciences, hart 
just two objects to live for—his work 
and his little daughter. The gentleman 
was a friend of M. Sklodowska am. 
spent many an hour in his laboratory. 
There, too, the child who was to dis- 
cover radium spent most ot her time 
She never cared for toys, like othci 
children. Retorts and test tubes were 
her toys. Almost from babyhood she 
manipulated them with the skill of a 
trained chemist. Once or twice, indeed 
the gentleman was surprised to sec hei 
when a very small child enter the lab- 
oratory carrying a dilapidated old doll 
but no sooner did she catch sight ot lie: 
father's friend than she deposited the 
doll In his arms, while she turned to th 
chemicals with the zest with which or- 
dinary children make mud pies. 


Mine. Curie is a blond, with benuiltu 


yellow hair, large, nobly developed heiw 
and the slightly "tiptilted" nose seci 
in many Poles. She Is as simple, sincere 
and modest In hfir ways as all great 
souls have been since the world began. 
The friend who knew her In her child- 
hood lately said to her:

BOUNTY FOR CROWS AND HAWKS 


Ten and Txronto-Flvo Conts KeRpootlvely 


Offered In Kenosha County. 


Hunters in Kenosha. county will in the 


future have an incentive to kill black 
crows and hen hawks, as at the session 
of tho county board on Friday afternoon 
tho board, by a unanimous vote, decid- 
ed to offer a bounty for the killing of 
both species of birds. On crows the 
bounty will be ten cents, and for each 
hen hawk killed the hunters will re- 
ceive twenty-five cents. They must, 
however, be "killed within the limits of 
Kenosha county. 


The hunter must first kill his crow 


and then cut off its bead. This trophy 
will then be carried to the office of the 
county chairman who will issue a certifi- 
cate, and armed with this certificate and 
the head of the crow the hunter man ap- 
plies to the county clcry for the bounty. 
The same plan must be carried out in 
regard to hen hawks. 


The law lias never been a favorite one 
nth the hunters of the state as it is 
claimed that there is too much red tape 
about it. In some of the counties, how- 
ever, large sums hare been paid out in 
bounties to hunters.

The Chicago Milk'company which re- 


seutly purchased the large Stephenaon 
arm, located in Kenosha county, have 
md their agents scouring the town of 
Mt. Pleasant, the object being to buy 
:arm lands so as to extend the dairy bus- 
ness. After looking around the agents 
'ound a great doal of available land, but 
decided that many of the roads were in 
inch a deplorable condition, it would not 
be wise to buy, as under the circumstan- 
ces it would be difficult to get milk or 
cream to an available point for ship- 
ment with ar.y degree of certainty. Upon 
nquiry they reported that only about 
six months in the year arc the roads 
n suc'li condition as to permit the rapid 
;ransit of the product to market. 


"This report of the agents of tho Chica- 
ro concern has brought the farmers of 
Mt. Pleasant, in fact other sections of 
the county, to tie realization that bet- 
ter roads are essentially necessary, in 
fact that macadammDg the highways, or 


least one of the main roads leading 


to the city or lailway stations.

It 
must bo nurtured into strength, solidity 
and firmness, and then it will last like 
a great and good character."

offered 
by expert road makers, the 


cnerul opinion is that macadam is the 


Vest and most lasting of all, but of course 
cof.ts a little more in the start.
